EUROPE. 

Thirty-five persons were arrested on Friday 
and a number yesterday 1m Paris, supposed to be 
implhieated in a plot against the life of the Empe- 
ror.” In all cases arms were found upon tlie per- 
eons Of thé prisoners. The story of the plot is 
discredited in London. 

Seven of the editors of the Paris Reforme have 
been ordered to appear before the Court fora 
violation of the Press laws. In reply to the sum- 
mons the paper yesterday published an article 
of “extraordinary violence” against the Gov- 


The reported appointment of M. PARADOL as 
the French Minister to Washington arose from 
the fact of his intended visit to Americs as a 
public reader, in which event he designs to visit 
the national capital. 

In the Spanish Cortes at Madrid yesterday, 
Senor Rrvexo stated, in reply to a question, that 


“the Government was fully aware of a Carlist 


and of ite plans, but would do noth- 
ing until an actual outbreak, which, he added, it 
would be found abundantly able to crush. 

The Bavarian Council has under consideration 
the question of the dethronement of the King. 

Count Bismarck closea the sessions of ‘the 
Prussian Diet yesterday with a speech, in which 
he said that “he regretted the spirit of opposi- 
tion that had been shown in the upper Cham- 
ber.” ‘He made no allusion to foreign affairs. 

Considerable anxiety is reported in Constan- 
tinople owing to intrigues carried on by the 
Servians and Montenegrins. 

The great rock near Ismalia has been removed 
enccegsfully from the bed of the Sues Canal, 
making the minimum depth of the water, it is 
said, twenty-nine feet. 

The agrariau outrages in Ireland stil continue. 
4 landlord of Kerry County was fired at yester- 
terday ‘through a window while sitting in his 
house. 

The weather throughout Europe yesterday 
was intensely cold. At Paris the thermome- 
ter was thirty degrees below the freezing pont. 
The Elbe, was closed to navigation, and the 
Thames was filled with ice. A Valencia dispatch 
states that a enow storm prevailing was inter. 
rupting the communication eastward. 

A match game of billiards, 1,200 points up, was 
Played in London on Friday night, between 
RopeEarts, the Englieh champion, and Mr. Coox, 
for the champion gold cup and £200 a side.

CONGRESS. 

In the ‘House yesterday, after the presenta- 
tion of several potitions and the introduction of 
@number of bills and resolutions of no general 
interest, the Legislative Appropriation bill was 
taken up, and the discussion. resumed in Com- 
mittee Of the Whole, The amendment to strike 
out the appropriation for reporters of the Giobe 
‘was rejected, only three members voting for it. 
An amendment cutting down the item for print- 
ing from $500,000 to $50,000 was also rejected after 
a@ prolonged debate. The item 1n regard to the 
Congressional Library occasioned some discus- 
sion, Mr, Woop charging that improper books 
‘were, admitted to its shelyes. At 4 P. M. the 
Commuttee rose, having disposed of about one- 
fifth of the bill, and immediately afterwards ad- 
feurned. The Senate was not in session. 


STATE LEGISLATURE. 

“The Assembly only was in session yester- 
terday, the Senate having adjourned on Friday 
until Monday. A statement,.of the pardons

or any form of taxation would produce. 
What the country did bear was amazing. 
As much as fifty per cent., to take effect im- 
mediately, was more than once clapped on 
to goods, in a single day, to the ruin 
of... persons...who . had . already ..sent 
orders to Europe, and the enormous 
gain of persons ‘who had stocks on hand. 
But in those days, when the war was costing 
two millions a day, and every morning: paper 
had ita tale of slaughter, the sorrows of. the 
business community, arising out of Con- 
greasional experiments on the tariff, would 
have excited little commiseration even if 
anybody had taken the trouble to express 
them. 

Bat as five years have elapsed since the 
war; as there has been in that interval 
abundant opportunity both of testing the 
endurance of the country in the matter of 
taxation, and of ascertaining the effects of 
taxation on industry ; as, too,the whole sub- 
ject has been carefully studied by a compe- 
tent Government officer, and his re- 
ports produced through four successive 
years are in everybody’s handg, all excuse 
for further tinkering of the tariff 1s gone. 
Besides, the country will not stand it any 
longer. Be the tariff high or low, all classes 
and conditions demand that it be 
fixed and let alone, so that. busi- 
néss mén may know what to count on, 
not only to-morrow and the day after, 
‘Wut next month and next year, in making 
their calculations, Certainty, evén more 
than competition, is the life of trade. With- 
out certainty, no great investments of capi- 
tal, and espemally in buildings and machine- 
ry, are safe, because all such investments 
take a long period to become productive. 

Not only does the tariff tinkering infuse 
uncertainty into. business, and thus tend. to 
paralyze industry, but it infuses a spirit of 
gambling through the community, in many 
of its aspects almost as bad as Government 
lotteries. It . teaches large. numbers of 
traders and manufacturers to look to other 
modes of making profits and getting odt of 
scrapes, than economy and industry, and 
energy, and, most of all, to lobbying at 
Washington. If men can only get the ear of 
the Committee of Ways and Means, they 
may add twenty per cent. to the valueof 
their stock or may tuin’a rival enterprise.
